Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach placing a preformed ID in the ATIP signal of an optical disk. The 
ATIP signal is normally used on blank disks to tell the writing device what type of disk it 
is and to keep a constant velocity on the disk during writing, since there is initially no 
information on a blank disk. Placing information in the ATIP signal, that is later 
combined with a unique ID of each disk, to create an encryption program for encrypting 
the data on the disk, creates a different encryption program for each and every disk. 
This allows readers to later verify if the data has been illegally copied.
